Setting aside temporarily the question

We have a definite tuberculosis prob- 
lem. It is serious enough to be a menace

The Atlanta Tuberculosis Association 
has estimated there are 2,500 known “‘ac- 
tive and possibly active” cases of the dis- 
ease in Fulton and DeKalb Counties. If 
there are that many known cases, then 
there must be hundreds .of other unde- 
tected sufferers from a disease that, with 
effective measures, can be controlled. 

Each active case is a menace to every 
well person with whom he comes in con- 
tact. The problem is to detect active cases 
and to. hospitalize them, eliminating their 
contacts with the general public. 

We realize, of course, that the state is 
doing an effective job in the tuberculosis 
control program and that Battey Hospital 
is playing a big role. However, if there 
are, as the Tuberculosis Association says, 
2,500 known “active and possibly active” 
cases in the Atlanta area we cannot escape 
responsibility for them. 

The Atlanta Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce is making a commendable survey of 
possible facilities for establishment of a 
tuberculosis hospital in the Atlanta area. 
They are considering the old Fulton Coun- 
ty VD treatment center on Key Road. 
Whether it is suitable or not, the empty 
building itself is an argument for some 
sort of tuberculosis treatment center. 

The VD center, let it be noted, has 
been abandoned because there was no 
longer a job for it to do. VD had ceased 
to be a big enough problem to continue 
the center in operation, thanks:to the ef- 
fective control it made possible. 

There are other available hospital sites 
and facilities not being used in the area. 
Surely one of them could be pressed into 
use to help us meet a problem that is 
growing and that will not recede until 
positive steps are taken. 

Not only do we need a method of hos- 
pitalizing and treating tubercular patients, 
we need a center for diagnosis and pre- 
vention. 

By all means, let us, with the help of 
the state’s TB control machinery, follow 
the example set by Savannah and Colum- 
bus in meeting this challenge to the 
health of the metropolitan community.

Is a Hazardous Job 


The killing of a DeKalb police officer, 
James L. Mize,’ by a burglarv suspect 
whom he had. arrested and the wounding 
of another offic: remind us again that 
being a peace officer is hazardous.

The incident focuses attention upon a 
recently completed study by the Univer- 
sity of Georgia’s Bureau of Public Admin- 
istration in cooperation with the Peace 
Officers Association of Georgia. It reveals 
some surprising things, including the fact 
that Georgia policemen, whether they 
work in the city or a small town or 
whether their hours be long or short, are 
paid less than the national average and 
less than men with similar qualifications 
in other lines. 

To earn his way the Georgia police- 
man may work anywhere from 40 to 86 
hours per week. More than two-thirds of 
the towns under 5,000 population require 
at least a 60-hour work week of their po- 
lice employes. 

What happened to officer Mize could 
happen to any police officer and frequent- 
ly does. It would seem that the time has 
come for Georgia communities to accord 
the honor and consideration due these 
protectors of the peace and security of our 
homes and the place to start is with bet- 
ler pay,

Rotation System Hurts 
The Georgia Senate 


With the exception of the 52nd and 1st 
Senatorial districts, state senators in 
Georgia are elected strictly on an alternat- 
ing basis. The 52nd, Fulton County, has its 
own senator. The Ist, Chatham County 
(Savannah) and Effingham County, have 
an agreement by which the more popu- 
lous county gets the Senate seat two 
times in every three. 

Otherwise, the counties in a district 
take turns electing the senator. Consider 
as an example the 39th District—Douglas, 
Cobb and Cherokee Counties. Cobb Coun- 
ty has a population twice that of the other 
two, yet its voters have a voice in the se- 
lection of a senator only once in every 
three elections. 

The incumbent from the 39th Sena- 
torial District is a native of Cherokee 
County and nominated and elected by the 
voters of that county alone. This year it 
will be Douglas’ turn. ‘$ 

such is the rotation system as it works 
in 52 of the state’s 54 senatorial districts. 

A former state senator, Ronald Chance 
of Calhoun, criticized the rotation system 
in a speech at Dalton last week. He said 
the abolition of the system would 
strengthen the Georgia Legislature. He 
cited as a weakness the almost complete 
annual change-over in the Senate per- 
sonnel. 

And so it is. Each term brings new 
men with the possible exception of Ful- 
ton’s senator and maybe Chatham’s. There 
is no continuity of tenure as with a legis- 
lative body when’ re-election is possible.

Recorded music before the days 
of hi fi had rhythm and melody 
but a lot was missing. There was 
distortion in volume, there was 
distortion in harmonics and one 
true note would be shattered into 
many little pieces. The overtones 
were missing, and without over- 
tones it is almost impossible to 
detect the difference between a 
clarinet, a flute and an oboe for 
instance. People were buying su- 
perb ‘recordings of magnificent 
orchestras, but their playback 
equipment was so far behind the 
records that only a part came 
through.

Music is sound arranged in 
patterns, and sound is vibration. 
Lee Kramer, whose Peachtree 
shop is a headquarters for At- 
lanta’s flourishing group of hi fi 
addicts, explains it this way:

The discovery of hi fi by the 
general public is another post-war 
phenomenon.
